Why is it we want to 
spend millions there'and get only the 
bread crumbs? I notice the expan- 
sion of our ash-piles increase and yet 
our city council sits tbere and does 
nothing. 
I am in favor of keeping 


what we have. 
We don't need other 
territory." 


In the menatime Dr. Arthur Moore 


arrived, and at the conclusion of Prof 
Frost's talk took the floor. He took 
strong ground' against 
annexation. 


He claimed we bad already spent 
$20,000,000 with no return and there 
was none in sight. He drew a gloomy 
picture of the condition of the native 
of the islands, whom he described as 
savage and barbarous. 
We started 


into light for humanity, and now let 
us live up to our ideas. 


A. F. McCormick said: "The issue 


is already a dead one, not a new one. 
We started out to establish a better 
form of government for Cuba. We 
have Puerto Rico -and the Philip- 
pines. This question has aroused dis- 
cussion and must take political form. 
Tbe question naturally fisds its way 
into politics.- It's the^ame old ques- 
tion as it was at the time of Jeffer- 
son. 
When California was taken in 


by the United States there was the 
same bitter opposition. 
I believe 


Providence means that we should 
have possession of the Philippines. 
I for one, do not think the constitu- 
tion of the 
United States holy. 


Tbomas Jefferson did not in advocat- 
ing the acquisition of Louisiana ter- 
ritory. 
Jefferson 
was right. God 


is right, and what we do in His name 
we do right. Tbe bands of Provi- 
dence directed this movement. 
The 


United States should control 
the 


Nicaragua canal and buy and own a 
strip of land immediately contiguous 
to the canal. 
I believe this country 


will build that canal." 
. The meeting then adjourned.
